was on his feet, .-till fighting at the end of his scheduled fifteen 
round heavyweight championship battle Wednesday afternoon 
with Jack Dcmpsey when almost everybody expected him to be 
knocked out in fix or seven rounds.

win by a knockout early in the battle.

It was the first time 
that any fighter had managed to face' Dempscy and still be on 
his feet at the finish since he became champion. 


Gibbons has a reputation made in eighty-six fights of hav- 


ing never been knocked off his feet. That reputation is still 
good. Dempsey had him rii/,zy and weary, probably a dozen 
times on Wednesday but failed to knock him out.

ARRED from the steel mills as a 
newspaperman, a representative of 


the New York Daily News hired out as 
a common laborer in the mills at Home- 
stead, Pa. After investigating condi- 
tions and talking to over 100 men in the 
Homestead and Monongahela districts, 
the representative of the New York 
News makes the following summary: 


(1) That Mr. Gary has misrepresented the 


twelve hour day and other labor conditions. 


(2) That the 
workmen want

changed, but axe powerless to protest and hold 
their jot*.

(•1) That the "corporation with a soul" has 


a soul of production only.

(7) That vice is widespread in the labor set- 


tlement at Homestead. 


The above points will be covered in a 


series of articles which the New York 
News will carry on the result of the in- 
vestigations.

"In the conflict now raging in our country 


reEardms 'prohibition,' -we should, as dutiful 
citizens, support the tew of the elate, whatever 
may be our personal opinion regarding the 
law. It follows as a matter of course .tfiat no 
member of our Oh-uroh body should be engaged 
in the nefarious business of undermining the 
Ihws of the state. Wle pray -witJh. one heart and 
soul: Ood bless our beloved A'merica! May- 
He give the members of our Church body tte 
will and the ability to contribute -whatever lies 
within our power in order tlhat our American 
naton may become as excellent a common- 
wealth as is at all possible among .the children 
of men." 


Resolution adopted unanimously by 
rising 


vote at the convention in St. Paul, Mian., June 
15th, 1923: 


"The Norwegian Lutheran Church of Ameri- 


ca concurs in -what Pres. Dr. H. G. iShib says 
in his repent to the convention regarding the 
prohibition law, and we wish, to express our- 
selves further tthat we deplore tine fact that in 
many municipalities the enforcement of this 
law is not taken serious-ly;..that the moonshin- 
er instead of being given the jail sentence, as 
provided by law, is frequently favored by a 
E'mall fine and suspended jail sentence, so that 
the prohibition law ihas become the butt of 
jokes and ridicule. We therefore hereby em- 
phasize -the fact that good citizenship calls for 
our best endeavors to elect s-uc'h. mten to office 
who stand for law enforcement and then have 
coxa-age to sta-nd by them in their efforts to 
carry out the provisions of the law. It makes 
no difference whether we voted for or against 
•the prohibition amendment, or -whether we now 
like it or not. It is a part of our fundamental 
law, the Constitution of the United States, and 
good citizenship demands .that we not only re- 
spect and obey the Constitution, but that we 
also support and uphold it. 


"Our Church body wishes hereby to go on 


record as protesting against any law that aims 
to hinder the enforcement of -this law, or to 
weaken or nullify its provisions'." 


At the convention of the Norwegian Luther- 


an Church of America, held in St. Paul, Minn,, 
from tihe 8th to .the 15th- of June, there were 
547 ministers and 667 lay representatives—in 
all 1,214 present, representing a church body 
of over five hundred thousand members. 


It is significant that the whole convention 


representing such a large church body should 
spring oil their feet and with rising vote adopt 
unanimously euch a resolution. 


The attitude of the state of New York and 


the wet assembly in Wisconsin and the fact 
that tlio governor has lined, up with the wets, 
have stimulated the forces of law and order 
to greater activity.

loaves of bread just $155, or ABOUT 


•ONE-EIGHTH OP A CENT A LOAF. He also 
discovered that' while the working bakers were 
getting this 10 percent increase (the price ot 
flour had dropped eo that jflie cost of flour 
needed to make 1,000 loaves had decreased
